ily be put in bold, italic, or underlined. 


Section Header 


A .ms file is simply a plaintext file with a different extention. Use .BX to put a box around text. 


Groff generates very utilitarian documents.

Footnotes are done easily.! They must be designated with footnote start (.FS) and footnote end. (.FE) 
Use .RS & .RE need to push text over a bit. This push will retain its shape over multiple lines. Just

Tables use .TS or "table start" at the beginning. 
Designate the seperator of values using tab(seper- 
ator). Choose to box (box) the table or put boxes 
around every value (allbox). By default, tables 
are drawn on the left. You can "center" them or 
"expand" them to the page width. 


Designate cells by how objects in them are 
oriented. This can be centered (c), spanned (s), 
left (1) or right (r). Make sure to end your cells 
with a period. Use .TE to end a table.
